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Council will hold hearing Oct. 11 about one-payment plan 


City Administrator Sean Joyce told the City 
Council Tuesday evening that if over 1500 of the 
3600 customers paid a one-time fee of $338 on 
the water assessment before May 31, 1995, water 
customers will save $66,592 in interest payments 
associated with the longer pay-off, and Sanwa 
Bank would be paid back by June 30, 1995. 

Councilman Gary Adams urged Joyce to 
come up with an incentive for water customers to 
pay that large fee, and he suggested a saving of 8 
percent. However, Mayor Mary Ann MacGillivray 
pointed out that the city would be about $40,000 
short of the $509,000 pay-off to Sanwa if those 
residents who take the one-time route of $338 get 
a break. 

"Also, we’ll know by Oct. 11 if Arcadia will 
need to buy water from us. If we can sell more 
water to Arcadia, we’d have more money avail¬ 
able and perhaps could allow the $338 payers to 
pay 8 percent less," Joyce said. 

By paying this amount via the one-time

assessment, Joyce explained that the bank would 
be paid and the sewer bill would be paid. "And 
those who can’t pay the $338 would pay in incre¬ 
ments up to May 30, 1996," he explained. 

Several members of the audience argued 
whether enough residents would take the council 
up on the $338 deal. Bob Oden said, "Enough 
people are upset with the mismanagement of funds 
as it is." 

Another resident asked how the payment 
would be handled if an apartment house had one 
meter for seven apartments and still another said 


he felt that a per unit charge is fair. Gurdon 
Miller said he would pay the one-time payment; 
however, he felt that assessments should be based 
on consumption. Dr. Paul Neiby asked the council 
to "figure out some way to base it (payments) on 
consumption." 

The decision will be made at the Oct. 11 
meeting, following the public hearing. 

In a surprise move, the council voted unani¬ 
mously to hold a public hearing on Oct. 25, to 
provide an ordinance to return the number of 
Planning Commissioners to seven. 


The ordinance will be challenged at the 
municipal election in April, 1996, when the 
question of five or seven Planning Commissioners 
will be placed on the ballot. 

Both Councilman Adams and Mayor Mac¬ 
Gillivray vowed to campaign for five members at 
that time. 

Caroline Brown reported research which 
stated that out of the last 372 months, seven 
members have been the rule for 359 of those 
months. For 23 months, five Planning Commis¬ 
sioners held office, so to speak. 


City staff answers questions from residents about water 


City Administrator Sean Joyce, David Cain, 
assistant city administrator and director of finan¬ 
cial services, and James Mitsch, interim public 
works director and city engineer, have composed 
answers to the variety of questions, concerning the 
water rate structure, asked by residents at the last 
City Council meeting. Among those questions and 
answers'are the following: 

Q. Has the city always taken advantage of 
selling excess water to neighbors? 

A. The city has traditionally sold its excess 
water rights when we know we have an adequate 
supply for local residents. Last year, Arcadia 
purchased 1400 acre feet at $119 per acre foot 
resulting in $166,000. Preliminary projections 
indicate that we may be able to sell 1000 acre feet 
or more this year for more than $120,000. 

Q. Will wafer sales drop next year, and will 
the projections be flawed, therefore? 

A. Water sales will probably decrease with 
citizens reducing landscape irrigation. The de¬ 
creased revenue will pose a problem to the water 


department which relies upon water sales of 
970,000 units to meet operating costs and debt 
obligations in 1994-95. 

To counter these possibilities, the city could 
impose a flat "loan recovery fee" not affecting 
consumption rates. Some of the lost revenue may 
be recovered by the sale of additional water rights 
to Arcadia. 

Q. Could the city implement a household 
tax based on the number of bedrooms per house¬ 
hold? 

A. This could be deemed obtrusive and a 
violation of privacy. This new water surcharge is 
not intended as a permanent or new source of 
local revenue. 

Q. How did the water department get $1.3 
million in debt? 

A. The water department spent $3,159,344 
on infrastructure projects from 1990 to 1992. 
There was an $844,154 bond trustee error record¬ 
ing a draw down charging a project to the CRA 
rather than the water department. Also, $379,125

was spent for projects in addition to the $1,936,- 
065 bond proceeds made available from the 1988 
bond issue. As a result, the artificially low rates 
of the water department resulted in a $552,347 
loss each year since 1990. This depleted many 
reserves. 

Q. What is being done by the City Council 
to prevent cost overruns in the future? 

A. There is an annual audit conducted by an 
independent auditing firm. Residents will receive 
presentations before and following all audits. 
There are also annual evaluations of water rates 
based on a complete cost accounting referring to 
all water department costs. 

Q. Will there be relief for those people who 
can’t afford the surcharges? 

A. There will be exemptions for all low 
income customers that met HUD standards. They 
can apply for such relief with the city’s financial 
services department. 

******** 

The city offers a one-time fee of about $338 
per water customer that can be due payable on or 
before May 31, 1995, that'would serve as the 
customer’s fee, eliminating payment of assess¬ 
ments "well into the future," say city staff memt 
bers. 

"This would provide a greater certainty for 
both the city and water customer that the funds 
would be recovered in full this year and that 
future surcharges for these same purposes will not 
be necessary," according to staff. 

By relieving the debt obligation by June 30, 
1995, water customers will save $66,592 in 
interest payments associated with the longer pay¬ 
off. 

"This permits the timely repayment of our 
loan obligations so that we can move forward," 
says staff.

What happens when someone who is 
ageless hits 80? I guess expressions of disbe¬ 
lief and amazement are in order.” 

Anyway, the redoubtable Mary Tumilty 
is reaching that venerable number today, 
Thursday, Sept. 29. 

It is also time to recall her achievements 
and remind people of the Mary Tumilty 
Endowment Fund that was established in her 
honor and that provides help for the Sierra 
Madre Library. It is also a time to introduce 
her to those unfortunates who have never 
known her (I won’t say to those who have 
forgotten her because barring acute amnesia 
or a strong blow to the head, once met, Mary 
T. is not forgotten). 

Mary Tumilty was long active in the 
Friends of the Sierra Madre Library serving 
in many capacities and finally as president. 
She was instrumental in starting the Art Fair, 
the Wine Tasting and the Book Sale—the 
three most profitable library fund-raisers. She 
was chairperson of the Arts Fair for several 
years, and each year that she held that posi¬ 


tion the profits doubled. She worked in the 
state organization for 10 years, eventually 
becoming president of that group which coor¬ 
dinates the work of all the Friends groups 
throughout California. 

Mary T. started work at the library in 
1965 as a library assistant and worked her 
way through the ranks to become city librari¬ 
an in 1975. During her tenure as library 
director, she initiated the Travelers and Col¬ 
lectors Series, a monthly music series, an 
outreach program to the homebound, a pro¬ 
gram for the hard of hearing, and many 
others. She introduced computers in the li¬ 
brary and spearheaded the planning and fund¬ 
raising that resulted in the Jameson California 
Room, the Walt Wesley Computer Center, 
and the Dickinsori"‘Walkway. She chaired the 
Bicentennial celebration and thereby helped 
the library win a national public relations 
award. For her many accomplishments and 
contributions to the city, Mary T. was chosen 
Citizen of the Year in 1982.

With all the discussions concerning 
water bills and bond payments these days, 
it was with interest that we read a piece 
from the Sierra Madre News dated Feb. 
25, 1971, which was brought in by one of 
our readers. 

When he handed the clipping to me, he 
mentioned that an earlier bond election 
Tn^ thiuTfWas aiieTection} was proposed 
for such projects as the civic center com¬ 
plex (present police, fire and city office 
facility), water system improvements and 
repairs, "and library/improvements and 
park acquisitions and improvements." 

Ralph Rule was Mayor then. For those 
of you who don’t remember Ralph, he 
died several years ago. 

The piece describes the group of peo¬ 
ple as "many of the same familiar faces 
often seen at community affairs, public 
hearings and council meetings." The piece 
further editorializes: "However, there 
were quite a few prominent, concerned 
and interested members of the community 
who were conspicuous by their absence— 
for whatever reason." 

The piece continues, "It was brought 
to the attention of those in attendance that 
IF Sierra Madre was to survive as a town, 
the time hao come when we must do 
something...Many comments came from 
the orderly, open-minded and attentive 
group. A few expressed their lack of 
confidence in our City Council and their 
abilities, especially after hearing Mayor 
Rule state that monies from the Water 
Fund have been used during the past years 
to support other departments within the 
city government (Since 1967, water rates 
have gone up once and a second increase 
threatened but made in ‘sewer and trash’ 
instead.)" 

Someone at that meeting in 1971 said 
he "didn’t know where the problem was— 
maybe city administration, city govern¬ 
ment, department heads." 

It was shown by the majority show of 
hand of 110 people present that the bonds 
would be supported in an election. 

The bond election for $3,350,000 
proceeded to the second Tuesday of June, 
1971, and the results? 

It failed. Water bonds failed by 170 
votes; city hall failed by 734 votes; parks 
and library failed by 1110 votes. Out of 
the 5606 eligible voters, 2746 votes were 
cast.

We all know, that in 
a democracy, it is the 
duty of citizens to be 
aware of how their 
government is run, and 
if they believe some¬ 
thing is wrong, to do 
something about it.

You may remember years ago that 
these cookies were made by hand, and they 
were exceptional. Today, they are made by 
some large food processing company, by 
machine, with a distinct drop in quality. Much 
of what is produced today follows a similar 
path. What in years past may have been 
superior products are, today, shoddy, cheap 
and second-rate. 

Occasionally, you run across superior 
products. Organic food is a good example. It 
rrtay not have the sheen of color of those 
super market apples, but the taste is superb. 
We have, in our acceptance of urban and 
suburban life, accepted the mundane and 
inferior. Folks get a lesson in this when they

plant tomatoes and marvel at the way they 
taste. 

This guy Schumacher would love the 
idea of Sierra Madre. Small town and small 
government fit nicely with his concept. Some 
could say, "So why are we having such a 
tough time economically?" He would probably 
answer it has- something to do with what to 
expect out of our town. First and foremost, a 
town should be a place of peace and serenity 
for those who live there. We have that. It 
must involve its citizens in the workings of 
government...we have that (ask yourself if 
cities like Los Angeles or Burbank have it). A 
town must be responsive to its citizens’ needs. 
We have the best response times for police 
and fire personnel in the county. But a rich 
town we are not. 

If we like what our town provides us, 
we should work to find ways to provide the 
economic base for it to continue. We must do 
this because nowhere does it say, nor does 
Schumacher say it, that we should have a free 
ride...and that applied to every one. 

Small is beautiful, but only in the eyes 
of the participant. I’ll leave you with that nut 
to crack. 


Look to the woolyworm

In the hot summer of 1787, our founding 
Fathers hammered out a new and unique na¬ 
tion. What wasn’t new was something that had 
been a problem for mankind from the begin¬ 
ning...debt. The Revolutionary War left the 
colonies with a financial obligation amounting 
to $30,000,000. This amounted to $7.50 per 
person, and that small sum by today’s stan¬ 
dards was equal to a month’s pay for the aver¬ 
age worker, and the workday was 12 hours. 
Alexander Hamilton was the First Secretary of 
the Treasury, and he solved the problem by 
floating a bond issue for the required sum and 
paid off the lenders. The new nation started 
off in hook. 

In 1929, 142 years later, the national 
debt was $29,000,000,000, and the per capita 
debt was $200. Now, 65 years later, the na¬ 
tional debt is $4,000,000,000,000; that’s 
trillions, and the per capita debt is $16,000 
dollars. We Americans love to do things 
speedily and on a large scale, such as going 
into debt. Add to these horrendous figures 
state, county, municipal and corporate debt 
and you have some staggering statistics. Then 
add credit cards, individual bank loans and 
mortgages and it becomes unbelievable. 

All this reminds me of an incident that 
took place IS years ago. 1 had the good luck 


to meet an oldtime, old-fashioned country 
banker. His bank was in a small village of 
only 150 people, but it was touted as being 
one of the strongest banks known. It had sur¬ 
vived wars, depressions, financial disasters 
and social upheavals, and all because there 
had always been honest, hard-nosed business¬ 
men in command. This man, as he sat behind 
his desk, tieless, coatless, but resplendent in 
red suspenders, somehow exuded confidence. 
I wanted to visit the village church, so he 
offered to accompany me. We walked over a 
short section of brick paving, and suddenly he 
stopped, stopped over, and pointed down. I 
followed his gaze and finger and saw a small 
green worm covered with hair, and it was 
inching and humping itself over the rough 
surface. The banker, said, "Woolyworm, Go¬ 
ing to have a tough winter." He said nothing 
more and we continued our walk. 

When I peruse the daily financial reports, 
I often think of that square-jawed village 
banker and his rock-solid institution. He was 
a total success, but perhaps part of his success 
was due to the fact that he took time to look 
at the small and apparently unimportant things 
of life, and get from them a lesson and a pro¬ 
phecy. It behooves all of us to start looking to 
the woolyworms that are very much with us, 
and start preparing for a tough winter.

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Letters from home 


We once lived in a very big, old house in 
a small midwest town. The climate was cold in 
winter and hot in summer. Dad said there were 
two seasons, Christmas and the Fourth of July. 

The furnace worked well. Sleeping was 
good in that season. Summer was another mat-

A few folks had those new, little coolers 
that fit in the window. We envied the hardware 
man who had two, one for upstairs and one for 
downstairs. He sold them. 

We hadn’t entered the modern age, so on 
those sweaty summer nights, we would open 
the back door, some windows, put blankets on 
the floor in front of the open front door, and 
hope there was a little breeze to waft Morpheus 
our way.

Then the kids 
coming back into town and honked until mid¬ 
night. The thumping of the municipal power 
plant never ended, but one got used to it and 
turned it off. like elevator music. 

On normal nights, some coon dog. worried 
about a cat’s taking a shortcut home after his 
date with a friend, would bark, and signal a 
counter bark from every Red Bone and Black- 


and-Tan in town, each wanting to join the im¬ 
aginary chase. 

That was about it for disturbance, except 
for an occasional owl hoot—and sleep was 
blissful, until Archie slammed the back door 
while leaving the house for his dawn milk de- 
l i very, and that started the inev i table b i r d 
chorus. 

Hardly anyone is neutral on that early 
avian opera. I like it. 

The yellow-breasted fly-catchers did the 
opening chorus, followed by the robins, orioles 
and sparrows. The later-rising wren, cardinals 
and jays did the encores. 

But there was a morning breeze, and any¬ 
how, the paperboy would soon stuff the scandal 
rag in the door. Rise and shine! 

I always preferred the birds to the seven 
a.m. wailing wake-up of the city’s fire siren. 

We got to thinking about that last night at 
bedtime, with the thermometer reading 90 de¬ 
grees here in the city. So we adjusted the ther¬ 
mostat that controlled the heat pump’s cooling 
end, locked the doors, and turned on the securi¬ 
ty system. 

We assume that the mocking birds sang all 
night.

Dear Dr. Tami, ' 

I have a rabbit and a guinea pig. Is it all right to 
give my guinea pig rabbit pellets? 

No. Guinea pigs are unique in that they can't 
produce their own vitamin C and they must 
get it In their food or water supply. Vitamin C 
deficiency results in scurvy. Symptoms of 
scurvy include loss of appetite, swollen painful 
joints, poor bone and tooth development, hair 
loss and bleeding from gums. Adequate levels 
of vitamin C are usually included in pellet diets 
for guinea pigs. However, impropier storage and 
handling to the pellets results in loss of vitamin 
C. It is important that you don't keep guinea 
pig pellets stored for more than a few months 
and I recommend supplementing them with 
additional viumih C. Since vitamin C is a water 
soluble vitamin what is not used It excreted by 
the kidneys into the urine.

Gun-jewelry shop shot down 


In view of the fact 
that her attorney has 
withdrawn from the 
case, Mary Card was 
given an extension until 
Oct. 4 to propose plans 
to bring her home and 
property at 533 Valido 
Rd. into city code com¬ 
pliance.

A 
request for waiver of a 
resolution to permit a 
gun and jewelry shop in 
the Central Develop¬ 
ment Project Area was 
denied on a 5-0 vote.

Lojeski pointed out that 
the council spent a long 


time establishing a list 
of compatible business 
for the downtown area 
and that he was not 
interested in perpetuat¬ 
ing inappropriate busi¬ 
nesses.

services at the Arcadia
